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Susan Rice to be new 
Obama national 
security advisor 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
President Bara'^k Obama on 
Wednesday lauded his next 
national secunty advisor 
Susan Rice as an "exemplary 
public servant," implicitly 
slirugging off Republican 
criticism of her qualifica¬ 
tions. 

Rice, currently ambassa¬ 
dor to the UN, would take 
over from Tom Domlon in 
July, in an appointment 
wluch defies Republican 
claims that she misled Amer¬ 
icans over the attack on the 
US mission in Benghazi. 

Obama said that Face, an 
"exemplary public servant,' 
was a trusted advisor who un¬ 
derstands that "there is no 
sub stitute for American lead¬ 
ership ." 

"She IS at once passionate 
and pragmatic I think every¬ 
body understands Susan is a 
fierce 'champion for justice and 
human dignity" said Obama. 

"Put simply, Susan exem¬ 
plifies the finest tradition of 
American diplomacy and 
leaderslup " 

Obama also announcedtliat 
he would nommate Insh-bom 
genocide expert and Pulitzer 
Pnze-winning author Saman¬ 
tha Power as the new US am¬ 
bassador to the UmtedH^ons. 

Tlie move marks a swift 
turnaround in fortunes for 
Pace, 48, who pulled out of 
consideration to be Obama's 
second term secretary of 
state, a victim of the contro¬ 
versy over the attack on the 
US mission in Benghazi, 
Libya. 

Tlie decision fits Obama's 


preference for promoting of¬ 
ficials firom witiiin his politi¬ 
cal inner circle instead of 
outsiders and will place two 
women in top foreign policy 
jobs alongside Secretary of 
State John Kerry. 

It also promotes two pol¬ 
icy professionals who have 
wrestled with the question of 
when the United States 
should intervene in foreign 
conflicts to protect civilians, 
just as Obama tackles file 
Syna crisis. 

Face was part of the Clin¬ 
ton administration team that 
failed to respond to halt geno¬ 
cide in F.w^anda in file 1990s. 

Power won the Pulitzer 
Pnze for her book "Tlie Prob¬ 
lem from Hell America and 
the Age of Genocide" whi-cli 
focuses on F^wanda and other 
mass killings, including in 
Cambodia and Bosnia 

Fjce, who served as an as¬ 
sistant secretary of state for 
Africa in the Clinton adniiii- 
1 strati on, has long been one 
of Obama's closest foreign 
policy aides, dating back to 
his 2CI0S campaign. 

She IS known for a robust 
personal style and reputedly 
has sharp elbows, but she will 
derive considerable power 
from her status as an 'Obama 
original." 

Face does not need to ob¬ 
tain Senate confirmation to 
serve as national secunty ad¬ 
visor, the president's 'closest 
foreign policy aide, so any 
residual opposition from Re¬ 
publicans will not be a prob¬ 
lem.

Aruba, it has always been one 
of her primary destinations to 
promote to her clients. Tlieir 
feedback has confirmed for 
her a faith m the island that a 
higlily satisfied client will re¬ 
turn to her once more for va¬ 
cation arrangements. 

She agrees that the Inter¬ 
net has becoming an increas¬ 
ing force, but she sees no 
tlireat with the repeat clien¬ 
tele and word of mouth refer¬ 
rals she receives from her 
happy customers "I admit, I 
still do tilings the old fash¬ 
ioned way„ but my clients re¬ 
spond to it warmly," she 
explains "I pnnt out itiner¬ 
aries, 1 give tliem detailed in¬ 
structions on the little details, 
like what they will face at tlie 
airport for customs and im¬ 
migration and getting to their 
resort; people often feel un¬ 
sure about such things when 
arriving in a new place. Tlie 
internet has not hurt my busi¬ 
ness for the type of clientele 
that I have. Detailed tnps 
need personal attention and 
research, once a j ob is com¬ 
pleted, tliat job needs to be 
transfomied to paper for a 
day-by-day typed itinerary." 

Carolyn ^so goes the 
extra mile and delivers a 
tlnck package of colorful 
brochures for her clients be¬ 
fore they travel "Hiis is 
something tliey can curl up in 
bed with and look over, get¬ 
ting excited about their up¬ 
coming trip. Looking at these 
tilings on the computer just 
doesn't have quite the same 
effect; They love when I do 
this." 

Another way she endears 
herself to her patrons, is by 
malting sure a welcome bas¬ 
ket of fiuit or a bottle of wine 
is waiting for them in their 
hotel or stateroom, when they 
arrive at tlieir destination or 


check m for a cruise. She al¬ 
ways includes a handwritten 
note of tlianks for their busi¬ 
ness and wishes for a good 
trip. "Something small and 
thoughtful like this immedi¬ 
ately sets a positive mood for 
the entire vacation This is 
what differentiates the travel 
agent from an impersonal 
arrangement tlirough the 
computer; we are always 
thinking about even more 
than just our clients' satisfac¬ 
tion, but what we can do per¬ 
sonally to insure tlie trip is 
thebestitbe. My plnlosophy 
IS "give back to the client", it 
IS m giving tliat we receive." 


Carolyn, aside from sell¬ 
ing Aruba as a destination, 
has been vacationing her an¬ 
nually, first with her mother 
for decades, now with her 
husband George. Surpris¬ 
ingly, tins 13 her first ATEX, 
and she is very excited 'T fi¬ 
nally took the traimng and 
became an ACE (Arub a Cer¬ 
tified Expert) Agent two 
years ago, tins prompted me 
being invited to the ATEX. 
Tlie course was a revelation. 
I drought with all my time 
here, and getting involved 
with the community, I knew 
Aruba^ but I was wrong

Tliey had a lot to leach me and I am very glad I did it. I owe it to my customers to explore all 
tlie possibilities, so I can fit them to tlie sort of place tliey would like, and tliere are many that 
I really didn't know tliat well. The fact the island is changing and upgrading in all distncts is 
also great to see. I look faiward to becoming well acquainted with these changes over tlie 
next few days " 

""I have sent people to nearly every island in tlie Caribbean, as well has traveled to experi¬ 
ence them mys^fi and Aruba has a distinct advantage in its wanii, hiendly people. It is a no¬ 
ticeable plus to tlie vacation. Many islands have lovely beaches and sun, but I can't tliiiik of 
any that have such sincerely hospitable people." 

'Tn 32 years, I have seen a generation that is accustomed to my kind of personal service 
and are not Internet savvy, grow older and drop away. However, they are being replaced by 
anotlier, younger generation that is quite well acquainted witli the net, but they still seek the 
special touch only a travel agent can provide.

US, Venezuela seeking to

Europe floods force tens 
of thousands from their 
homes 



Residents evacuate 


DRESDEN, G-imaiiy (AFP)- 
Central Europe's worst flaods 
in over a decade claimed a 
12tli vichin Wednesday as tor¬ 
rents of muddy water surged 
down swollen rivers through 
the Czech Republic and Ger- 
m any, fl o d dm g vill age s, 
threatening cities and forcing 
mass evacuations 

Tlie huge volumes of water 
from heavy spimg rams com¬ 
ing down the mighty Dauuhe 
and Elbe nver systems also 
Epai'ked mass mobilisations in 
Austria and threatened future 
inundations as fai' away as Bu¬ 
dapest. 

The floods, which eailier 
killed eight people in the 
Czech R.epublic, two people in 
Austiia and one in Switzer¬ 
land, claimed their first victim 
in Slovakia when a body was 
found in the Danube close to 
the Gabcikovo dam in the 
country's south. 

Eastern Gennany, where 
vast areas are already under 
water, braced for worse to 
come after the Elbe rose 
above eight metres (26 feet), 
six metres higher than usu^, 
with the crest yet to arrive. 

Abaut4D,QDQ firefighters, 
thousands of volunteers and 
5,DQD troops, including hun¬ 
dreds of French and Dutch 
soldiers, have struggled to 
prevent major disaster, as 
eight cities and districts de¬ 
clared states of emergency. 

"We have to expect the 
very worst,' warned Till 
Backhaus, environment min¬ 
ister of northeastern Mecklen- 
hurg-We stern Pomerania 

state 

"We have to be ready for a 
higlily difficult and complex 


situation,' he was quoted as 
saying by news agency DPA 

Tlie biggest fears were cen¬ 
tred on Halle in Saxony-An¬ 
halt state, where Elbe tiibutaiy 
the Saale reached its highest 
level in4DQ years and started 
soaking tlirough dykes, dam¬ 
aging a 200-metre section. 

Authorities used loud¬ 
speakers as they told 30,000 
people to evacuate. A metre of 
water covered tire centre of the 
city that IS the birthplace of 
baroque composer George 
Fnderic Handel. 

Tire widespread floods, 
which have turned villages into 
islands, are the worst since 
2002. Homes, businesses and 
crops have been destroyed, 
road and rail finks severed and 
vast areas left without power 
aud dunking water. 

Tlie inundations have im¬ 
pacted business, with luxury 
automaker Pars die saying it 
will temporarily shutter its 
Leipzig plant Thursday be¬ 
cause of a shortage of paits 
fi'om Slovakia. 

In the Czech Republic some 
villages can only be reached by 
boat and over 19,000 people 
have been evacuated. 

In Germany -- where, iron¬ 
ically, the skies were dear 
after weeks of frequent rain -- 
defences were strengthened 
around Dresden winch was al¬ 
ready badly Int by floods 11 
years ago. 

"The flood pr^ai'ations 
since the 'century floods' of 
2002 are working,' said city 
spokesman Kai Schulz. "Still, 
areas to tire east of the aty are 
under water In tlie past 4S 
hours alone, more than 1,000 
people were evacuated, and 
there will he more." 


US drops plan to allow pocket knives on flights 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - Tire 
US Trairsportation Security 
Administration (TSA), bow¬ 
ing to a chorus of outrage led 
by flight attendants, aban¬ 
doned Wednesday its plan to 
allowpocket knives m carry- 
on baggage. 

In a statement, the TSA 
said it would " continue to en¬ 
force the current prolubited 
items list" that also in dudes 
golf clubs, lacrosse sticks, ski 
poles, billiard cues and some 
baseball bats. 


'We will continue to take 
steps to improve our ever 
evolving secunty posture 
wliile also improving the ex¬ 
perience o f the traveling pub - 
lie,' added the federal 
government agency. 

Flight attendants m partic¬ 
ular reacted with anger when 
TSA chief John Pistole pro¬ 
posed in March that packet 
knives and some sporting 
goods should be allowed into 
airline cabins. 

Doing so would enable

Court orders partial 
pay-back for Dutch 
cannabis cafes 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - 
CatinabiE cafes m the soutliem 
Netherlands must be parti ally 
compensated for losses after 
the introduction of a contro¬ 
versial marijuana law last yeai' 
to register local smokers and 
ban sales to foreigners, a 
Dutch court mled Wednesday 

The so-called "cannabis 
card" law was introduced on 
May 1 last year m three south¬ 
ern provinces and effectively 
aimed at transforming coffee 
shops into piivate dubs, requir¬ 
ing them to only sell camiabis 
to registered members who are 
Dutidi residents and to stop all 
sales to foreigners 

The law's introduction 
aimed at addressing the down¬ 
sides of dmg tourism — trafi&c 
j ams, street dealing and rowdy 
1 ate -ni ght p artym g. 

“Part of the camiabis card 
law has disproportionately in¬ 
fringed tlie interests of coffee 
shop clients, leading to finan¬ 
cial losses during several 
months,“ Tlie Hague District 
Court ruled on Wednesday. 

The court however upheld 
tlie sales ban to foreigners and 
said if tliat part of tlie law was 
simply applied it would have 
had tlie desired effect in bring¬ 
ing down problems associated 
witli ci’osE-border drug tourism 


in the southern Netherlands. 

The Dutch association of re¬ 
tail cannabis traders and a 
number of coffee shops took 
the government to court m 
September last yeai' to ask 
judges to declare the ban on 
cannabis sales to foreigners il¬ 
legal, association spokesman 
Michael Velmg told AFP 

A new, more leftwiiig gov¬ 
ernment in November shelved 
the camiabis-card law, but said 
that individual city autliorities 
could still decide whetlier to 
apply the law affecting some 
d50 establishments nation¬ 
wide, according to their eco¬ 
nomic or social priorities. 

Most Dutch cities, including 
Amsterdam, said tliey did not 
want to apply the law, while 
Maastricht and other soutliem 
cities said they would do so, 
leading to a stand-off between 
coffee shops and local author¬ 
ities. 

Dutch Justice Minister Ivo 
Opstelten said the Slate would 
appeal Wednesday‘s judge¬ 
ment, Dutch news agency 
AN P reported. 

Although cannabis IS te'chni- 
cally illegal in the Netherlands, 
the country in 197d deciimi- 
nahsed possession of less than 
five grammes (around a sixth 
of an ounce) of the substance.

US experts review heart attack 
risk of diabetes drug 


WASHIttGTON (AFP) - 
GlBKoSinjthKJm&'s controver¬ 
sial diabetes dmg Avandia, re¬ 
stricted in tlie US and banned 
in Europe over concerns it 
raises heait attack risk, is get¬ 
ting a second look tins week 
by US medical experts. 

All independent advisory 
panel to the US Food and Ding 
Administration began two 
days of meetings Wednesday 
to decide whetlier to urge reg¬ 
ulators to keep resti'ichons on 
the ding, or to allow the dmg 
to be more widely available 

Once a blockbuster drug for 
patients witli type 2 diabetes, 
Avandiawas approved in 1999 
and soared to SEdes of threebd- 
lion dollars per year, but its use 
has declined dramatically in 
recent yeai's. 

Tlie experts convened by the 


FDA are debating a new re¬ 
view of the GSK trial called 
PlECOP.D, which confirmed 
the company's initial finding 
tliatAvaudia does not raise car¬ 
diac risk any more tlian other 
diabetes drugs on tlie market. 

Hie Bntish phaima giant 
GSK recently paid researchers 
at E^ike University in North 
Carolina to cany out this new 
analysis of the data 
FDA experts said this week 
on the agency's web site that 
the Duke review was "ngor- 
ous“ and "overall, supports 
tlie previous obseivation that, 
in tins trial, rosiglitazone was 
not associated with increased 
all-cause mortality or in¬ 
creased cardiovascular mortal¬ 
ity," referring to the active 
ingre di ent in Av an di a 

However, other reseai'ch has 
pointed to a nse in heart attack 


and stroke among patients 
using Avandia to control their 
blood sugar, and some critics 
have said tlie RECORD Inal - 
- winch showed it was safe -- 
was actually flawed. 

The controversy^ over Avan¬ 
dia erupted after a ?007 study 
in the New England Journal of 
Medicine found tliat it raised 
the nsk of heat! attack hy 43 
percent. 

The lead author of that study, 
Steven Nissen de la Cleveland 
□imc, has been outspoken 
against Avandia and told itie 
Wall Street Journal tins week 
that RECORD was “not con¬ 
ducted in a scientifically ac¬ 
ceptable mamiei'." 

He also said tliat his request 
to he part of the committee of 
experts reviewing tlie data was 
denied by the FDA. 


More proof needed for weight 
ioss surgery: study 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
gastne bypass or other type of 
weight-loss surgeiy can help 
diabetics who are moderately 
obese but more proof is 
ne ede d b e for e p romo tm g tliem 
on a ™der sc^e, a study said 
Tuesday. 

"Banatric surgery for dia¬ 
betic people who ai'e not se¬ 
verely obese has shown 
promising results in control¬ 
ling glucose," said Melinda 
Maggard-Gibbons, the study's 
lead author and a surgeon at 
the University of California. 
Los Angeles. 

"However, we need more 
information about the long¬ 
term benefits and risks before 
recommending baiiatiic sur¬ 
gery over nonsurgical weight- 
loss treatment for these 
individuals." 

Tire study, published in the 



Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association, is based on a 
review of evidence supporting 
tire use of banati’ic surgeiy to 
treat people who are diabetic 
and who have a Body Mass 
Index (BMI) of 30 to 35 - 
considered on the low end of 
tlie obesity spectrum. 

It found that diabetics witli 


moderate obesity lost more 
weight and had better glucose 
control over two years if tliey 
got such surgery ratlier than 
opting for non-surgical treat¬ 
ment like dieting and dmgs. 

Patients who had a gastric 
bypass saw better results -- 
more short temi weight loss 
and better control of blood 
sugar levels - than those who 
underwent gastne banding. 

But the researchers said the 
findings stem fi'om arelativdy 
small number of tnals and tliat 
more studies are needed - in¬ 
cluding on how patients did 
after two or more years, as 
well as complication rates and 
side effects. 

The US Food and Drug Ad-

It adheres to the wall of 
blood vessels to avoid being 
swept by the bloodstream 
down to the spleen, where it 
woul d 0 therwi s e b e d estroy e d. 

The binding tnek has been 
known for more tlian a century, 
but how it IS done has re- 
maiiied unclear 


A first insight came last 
year, when a lab team pointed 
the finger at a protein on the 
parasite called PfEMPl 
A team led by Louise Turner 
at the Umversity of Copen¬ 
hagen screened 2,50D profiles, 
but only one provided a fit a 
receptor called endothelial 
protean C, or EPCR. 

To check whether tlie hunch 
was right, the researchers 
looked at parasites taken fi"om 
15 children in Tanzania who 
had fallen ill witli severe 
in al ail a, and confiiined the as¬ 
sociation with EPCR. 

Tlie new findings will help 
phaimaceutical engineers tar¬ 
get tlie parasite's binding mc'ch- 
amsm, said Mattliew Higgins 
of Ox ford University 

In 2010, an estimated 219 
niilhon people were infected 
with die disease and some 
dd0,000 died, most of tliem 
Afiican children aged under 
five, tlie UN's World Health 
Orgamsation (WHO) said last 
December. 

A study published in the 
Lancet m February 2012 said 
the global death toll was like¬ 
lier to be around 1.2 million a 
year

A source dose to Paris told 
TMZ -- winch famously broke 
the news of Michael Jackson's 
death in June 200? -- that she 
has "tried this in tlie past.

Racing: Derby winner Orb 
favored for Belmont Stakes 


NEW YORK (AFP) - Ken¬ 
tucky Derby winner Orb was 
made the 3-1 favourite over 
P.evolutionary and Preakness 
champion Oxbow on Wednes¬ 
day as the draw was made for 
Saturday's 145th miming of 
the $ 1 million Belmont Slakes. 

The 1 l/3-mile showdown 
of three-year-olds is the final 
leg in American flat racing's 
Triple Crown, winch has not 
been swept by tlie same horse 
since AfiEtrmed m 197S. Orb's 
bid was tliwarted witli a loss in 
last month's Pi'eakness. 

In a field of 14, Orb will 
start fi’om position five while 
P.evQlutionary, the second 
choice among oddsmakers at 
9-3 aft er a tlnrd-place Derby 
mn, leaves fi om tlie mntlipost 
and Oxbow, 5-1, leaves from 
the seventh gate. 

"1 just didn't want to get 
down on the inside where 
maybe we might get stuck 
around the first turn, like we 
sort of did 111 the Preakness," 
said Orb trainer Shug Mc- 
Gaughey "I said middle, and 
that's pretty much die middle 


"Tliere's going to be a hit of 
a pace, so hell be able to kind 
of drop out of it and dictate 
what he wants to do. I just 
hope he has some place to go 
when tlie time comes." 

It will be the 31 st time tliat 
the Derby and Preakness wm- 
uers meet 111 the Belmont. 
Derby winners have taken five 
such meetings with Preakness 
champions winning nine times 
and rivals taking the rest. 

"With that long run and the 
sweeping turns we have a ten¬ 
dency to over analyze the post 
position draw," Oxbow trainer 
D. Wayne Lukas said "I'm 
more concerned about who is 
ai'ound me and what they're 
going to do than what gate we 
got." 

Revolutionaiy trainer Todd 
Fletcher was happy to be out¬ 
side Oxbow at die start and 
said tlie longest Tuple Crown 
distance will suit his horse 
weU 

"I think he will settle in tlie 
first part of the race," Fletcher 
said "Tliat's important if 
you're going to get the mile
